EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Amendments to the claims: 

a. In claim 1 , line 15, after "designed to form the drain" insert --, wherein 
etching of the diamond-like carbon layer is isotropic so as to obtain a retraction of 
the diamond-like carbon layer under the gate insulating layer. - 

b. Cancel claim 2. 

c. In claim 3, line 1 , after "according to claim" delete "2" and insert - 1 ~. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
prior art, such as Murthy et al. (WO 00/30169, art of record), teaches the formation of 
semiconductor devices by a sequential method of deposition of gate layers, insulating 
layers, etching of the gate and insulating layers, isotropic etching of the substrate, and

subsequent deposition of source/drain regions into the substrate, the prior art does not 
disclose the formation of a diamond-like carbon layer on the substrate (as required in 
claim 1). Although the prior art of Yeo et al. (US 6,492,216 B1) discloses a silicon- 
carbon-germanium layer, which may be considered a diamond-like carbon layer, on a 
substrate and similar etching of the gate and insulating layers, the sequence of the 
process is not in the same successive order as that claimed by the applicant, such as 
etching the gate insulating layer after the deposition of an insulating material on the 
flanks of the gate electrode (as required by claim 1), and therefore does not anticipate 
the claimed invention. Furthermore, Yeo et al. does not disclose isotropic etching of the 
diamond-like carbon layer to obtain a retraction of the layer under the gate insulating 
layer (as required in claim 1 ). It is non-obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the teachings of the diamond-carbon layer of Yeo et al. with the structure 
formation Murthy et al. to achieve the claimed invention. Doing so would involve 
impermissible hindsight, and render the invention inoperable for its intended use.
